Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-28 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 1-28 are allowed because there is no prior art of record that either 
teaches or suggests a liquid crystal eiectro-optical device and a method of driving said 
device comprising the specific limitations recited in the following claims: 

Claims 11 and 12: 

a light modulating layer interposed between the pair of substrates, said light 
modulating layer including a liquid crystal, an optically active substance, and a 
dichroic dye; and electrodes for applying an electric field in a direction parallel 
with a pair of substrates, wherein a cell thickness d between the pair of 
substrates is in a range of 1pm < d < 10 urn. 
Claims 13 and 15: 

the liquid crystal molecules and the dichroic dye molecules are aligned in the 
direction parallel with the substrates by the electric field to obtain a light 
transmission state.
